N EW YORK (A P ) - The im­ 
pact of the Viet Nam war on the 
American economy is growing. 
It hasn’t reached the propor­ 
tions of the Korean War, when 
wage and price controls were 
imposed, hut, it is very real. And 
it brings with it the ominous 
threat of inflation. 
Labor and material shortages 
are occurring and some trans­ 
portation is being taxed. 
Government 
officials 
a n d 
business executives face prob­ 


lems that will have to be solved 
as the Viet Nam conflict esca­ 
lates. Liaison between govern­ 
ment and business has become 
an everyday affair as the ad­ 
ministration 
seeks cooperation 
on prices, balance of payments 
and 
availability 
of 
strategic 
supplies. 
Big orders for airplanes and 
helicopters are keeping the air­ 
craft plants humming. Apparel 
manufacturers 
are 
having 
hard time meeting government 
needs for uniforms. Airlines are 
struggling to haul vast quanti­ 
ties of materials and men to the 
war zone. 
The 
military 
demands 
are 
coming on top of a booming ci­ 
vilian economy that has pushed 
factories to capacity or near 
capacity production. Apprehen 
sion about inflation is rising. 
All forecasts of stock market 
and 
economic 
activity 
are 
hedged by the uncertainty of the 
Viet Nam situation. 


The

has been jolted by talk of war 
and talk of peace. Recently a

First Apollo 
Moonship 
Launch Set 


CAPE KENNEDY, Eta. f AP) 
— The first unmanned Apollo 
moonship is poised for launch­ 
ing here next week aboard the 
most powerful rocket ever built 
by the United States, a 22 story 
* tall Saturn IB. 


The maiden flight for both the 


■ Apollo and Saturn 
IB 
is pro­ 
grammed to last 39 minutes, 28 
* 
ceconds. But if all goes well it 
will be a major step toward a 
manned lunar landing. 
If three such unmanned shots 
* work well, three astronauts will 
ride into orbit on the fourth 
launching, 
hopefully 
late 
this 
year. During an eight to 14 day 
trip, they will w’ork out tech- 
aiques for the moon flight. 
There will follow early next 
year the first test launching of 
the Saturn 5 rocket, the 36-story 
Apollo moon booster. Three men 
could ride the 
Saturn 5 into 
earth orbit as early as the third 
launching of the rocket and to 
the moon on the fourth or fifth 
— in 1968 


The Saturn IB is scheduled to 
blast away from Cape Kennedy 
at 7:45 A M. next Wednesday to 
hurl the Apollo spacecraft 300 
mil** high and 
ram 
it back 
through the atmosphere at 18,- 
000 miles an hour to determine 
how well its heat shield protects 
it from re entry temperatures of 
more than 5.000 degrees. 
The cabin of the craft, an ll.-

flights, is to parachute into the 
Atlantic near Ascension Island, 
ft.300 miles southeast of Cape 
Kennedy.

W ater 
levels at high or low tide vary between 
2U and 44 feet, depending upon the moon 
phase and season. 
In the estuary of the R anee River. 
French engineers a re constructing w hat 
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they believe to be the first electric 
power plant using ocean tides for its 
sources of power. As such installations 
go these day s, it is not a large un de r ­ 
taking. U n der construction since 18 61J 
the first g e n e ra tors will be put in oper- j 
ation nex t s um m e r . 
The e stim a ted output of the facility 
when in full operation will be 554 m il­ 
lion kilowatt hours of electricity , about 
one-half of I per cent of F r a n c e 's c ur - 1 
rent de m a n d. It will not revolutionize 
the power output of F r a n c e — not >et. 
But it m ay h asten the day when other I 
countries tak e a dva n ta g e of their tidal 
inlets and se a c oa s ts to h a rn e s s the 
m ovem e n t of the oceans. 
E ve r since 19 19 engineers h ave been . 
squabbling over the possibilities of gen­ 
erating power by channeling the w a ­ 
ters of the P a s s a m a q uoddv Bay on the 
United States-C anadian border. In 19 63 
Washington proposed going a h e ad on a 
SI billion e n terp rise which would re ­ 
quire 15 y e a rs to construct. 
C an a da so fa r has not agreed, but if 
the R anee River project proves a suc­ 
cess. P a s s a m a q uoddv Bay and a n um ­ 
ber of

Bray said the company would 
seek 
a 
favorable vote 
from 
stockholders on an extensive re- 
Msion of the pension program 
at the Du Font annual meeting 
in Wilmington.

Du 
Pont first adopted a formal plan 
in 1904 to provide company-paid 
retirement income for its em­ 
ployes. imw numbering 
more 
than 100.000. It was one of the 
earliest pension plans in Amer­ 
ican industry: 
Highlights of the proposals in­ 
clude: 
1. New company-paid survi­ 
vor's benefits for the spouse, 
minor 
children 
or 
parent, 
whichever 
the 
employe 
has 
specified. The proposed benefit 
would equal 40 per cent of the 
pension an active employe eli­ 
gible for retirement with pen­ 
sion could have received had 
he retired at the time of his 
death. Upon the death of an 
employee retired with pension, 
the benefit payable to his spe­ 
cified survivor would be 40 per 
cent of his actual pension. 
2. Liberalized provisions for 
early voluntary retirement. Un­ 
der these provision*, employes 
may retire at 60 on full pen­ 
sion if they have 25 years 
of 
company sendee, instead of 30 
years as the present plan re­ 
quires. In 
addition, 
employes 
would be eligible to retire on 
reduced pensions 
between 
50 
and 60 if they have 25 years of 
sendee. The mandatory' retire­ 
ment age remains *t 65. 
3. .An employe who is retired 
for reasons of incapability would 
receive $90 monthly in addition 
to his pension until Social Se­ 
curity benefits apply — either 
reduced Old Age Social Security’ 
benefits or Social Security dis­ 
ability benefits. 
4. A new minimum provision 
for computing the amount of 
monthly pensions. The more lib­ 
eral minimum formula is $4 per 
year of sendee plus IO per cent 
of average monthly pay during 
the IO highest years. The basic 
formula continues to be 1.1 per

5. Optional earlier payment of 
deferred or "vested” pensions

eligible for the new survivor

6. The company also proposes 
to 
extend

benefits program and the more 
liberal minimum pension formu­ 
la to current pensioners, where 
applicable. Increases in pres­ 
ent pensions based on the new 
formula arc subject to a S25-a 
month maximum. 
In addition to a favorable vote

stockholders, 
adoption of the new plan is sub­ 
ject to the company’s attaining 
favorable rulings from the In 
terna! Revenue Service.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
widespread attack of a disease 
resembling the flu is sweeping 
Southern California. 
Schools report that absentee­ 
ism is averaging 30 per cent. 
Businesses were equally hard 
hit. 
Similar outbreaks of the ail­ 
ment were reported in areas 
ranging as far north as the San 
Francisco area 
In Los Angeles alone, school 
officials said absenteeism had 
hit 15 per cent — with about 
115.000 of 
the 
city’s 
780.000 
school children sick at home 
and about 2.000 teachers out of 
30.000 absent.
